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Some may take for granted the fact that needed textbooks are on hand 
at the beginning of each semester, ready to be purchased and put to 
good use in the learning process. Few, however, may realize all the hard 
work that goes into the process of making our books available. 


Meet Bookstore Manager Paul Casey 


he Hartnell Book Store bustles at 
; 7:50 Thursday night, even 
though this is only 10 minutes 
before closing time. Why the last 
minute rush? Actually, the rush started 
long before classes did, at least for 
bookstore manager Paul Casey and his 
staff. The staff was busy contacting 
publishers, confirming purchase orders, 
and preparing custom copies for faculty 
members who write their own books or 
prepare special materials for their stu- 
dents. 

This year, Casey says the bookstore 
is feeling the impact of online buying. 
More students are telephoning to com- 
pare the store’s textbook prices with 
online shopping prices. Shopping 
online may be convenient, with the 
books you buy delivered right to your 
door and no standing in a checkout line, 
but it is not always cost effective. Less 
expensive used books are not generally 
available online, and there are addition- 
al shipping and handling fees added to 
each order that may make the price 
deceiving. Contrary to what many 
believe, students often save by purchas- 
ing textbooks at the campus bookstore. 
Shopping on-campus supports the cam- 
pus community as well. 

Casey is well aware of students’ 
financial concerns. He can remember 
the financial pinch of being a student 
himself . . . but, as one who is also 


aware of the textbook market, Casey 
says: “Textbooks are more expensive 
than other books because they do not 
sell to a mass market. Also, good text- 
book authors are hard to find, especial- 
ly in complicated subjects like calculus 
and biochemistry.” 

The lack of textbooks in disciplines, 
or their high prices, prompt some pub- 
lishers to recruit professors who write 
out of a sense of duty to their students. 
Dr. Krimsley, a Hartnell instructor, is 
one example of a professor who 
authored a chemistry text. 

Casey works diligently to find pur- 
chase deals at special prices. His pur- 
pose is to pass these savings onto stu- 
dents. He shops nationwide whole- 
salers to find quality used books. 

Just how busy Manager Casey stays 
was exemplified during the interview. 
He frequently pauses to answer stafi 
questions, to provide check cashing 
approvals, and to glance vigilantly 
around the store to make sure every- 
thing is running smoothly. He’s also 
responsible for overseeing opening and 
closing routines, working up employee 
schedules, and managing the inventory. 

Next time you’re in the Hartnell 
campus bookstore, remember to say 
hello to Manager Paul Casey. He’d 
love to hear your ideas for improve- 
ment. He’s really on our side, you see.

JROTC stands for Naval 
N Junior Reserve Officer Train- 

ing Corps, but what does that 
mean? It means that the depart- 
ment of the Navy saw fit to establish 
at Everett Alvarez High School (as 
well as at other participating 
schools) a Navy-style program to 
teach students leadership skills. 
NJRPTC stands for a program that 
teaches the lucky-few discipline, 
honor, integrity, and respect. — 
mented in 1995 andr 
since directed by Lt. 
Exam, US _ Navy 
Retired, the Alvarez 
Unit has blossomed | 
into a guiding force for fi 
about 135 young 
leaders. ; 

Although military 
service is encouraged 
after leaving the pro-f 
gram, it is not a 
requirement. In fact, 
one of the primary 
goals of NJROTC is to 
send its cadets to col- hg 
lege—after instilling 
and developing in each participant 
strong leadership skills. 

Lt. Exam and his associate 1st 
Sgt. Green (US Marine Corps, 
Retired), with the help of a cadet 
Staff of 13, do most of the planning 
for all of the events the Unit partici- 
pates in. A few of these events 
include weekly company forma- 
tions; monthly morning colors; pro- 
gram sales at the California Interna- 
tional Air Show; marching in Green- 
field’s Harvest Parade and Salinas’ 
and Soledad’s Christmas Parades; 
parking for Laguna Seca Races; a 
one week mini-boot camp; and field 
meets against other JROTC Units in 
Monterey and Bakersfield. 

Nearly all of the basic military 
drill and training for the new cadets 
is taught by upper classman in lead- 
ership roles. Few experiences com- 
pare to the leadership training a 
high school student receives when 
in command for the first time. How- 
ever not everything is military orient- 


ed. A benefit of a naval program 
compared to one of another branch 
is the classroom curriculum. Stu- 
dents learn American history, world 
history, customs and courtesies, 
and American government, among 
other things.

(drill team, color guard, physical 
training team, and rifle team) prac- 
tice daily. With community leaders 
regularly calling on the NJROTC to 
perform, the — unit 
might send as many 
as 4 teams to differ- 
ent places within a 
single week, but the

NJROTC gives 
more than anything 
an opportunity to

it. Not only does it help give future 
enlistee’s of the service a higher pay 
grade and rank, but also it helps a 
student tremendously when apply- 
ing for college. The experiences a 
cadet receives is unmatched by any 
other program. The field trips to mil- 
itary bases and other schools are 
just a small fraction of the places 
they travel. The community service 
performed ‘helps install good work 
ethics and professionalism. And— 
above all—NJROTC creates the 
leaders of tomorrow.

The City of Salinas enjoys a colorful history that stretches back to 
the mid-1800s when the aspiring village dubbed itself Queen City. 
Later, a map maker’s error altered the name to Salinas City. Here’s 
one writer’s look at Oldtown Salinas, where visitors continue to find 
Uptown Style and Downtown Charm. 


Turning Back Time in 
Oldtown Salinas 


alinas is a small town where 
S: honesty of local resi- 

dents is similar to the hon- 
esty of talking with your family. 
That makes it easy to get informa- 
tion about the town. Salinians are 
always ready to answer a ques- 
tion. They share the town’s history 
in metaphors and similes, some- 
times sounding like characters in a 
John Steinbeck novel. 

After deciding | wanted to know 
more about Salinas’ past, | headed 
down the wrong street to Salinas 
City Hall. Derek, a native of Sali- 
nas, could sense | needed assis- 
tance and, after finding out | was 
headed for City Hall, explained: 
“The streets are like a wagon 
wheel with Main Street in the mid- 
die. Think of the streets as spokes 
going out from the middle. Alisal, 
Clay, Hawthorne: they all go out 
like spokes from the middle, with 
Davis, Boronda, and Blanco being 
rims around the ‘outside of the 
wheel. A lot of the streets are 
named after people who lived 
here. Why, their names appeared 
on a lot of things before street 
signs, from bars to schools.” 


Salinas was first named 
Queen City! 


Following Derek’s directions | 
found City Hall and left there 
armed with a map and some his- 
torical notes. On my walk through 
Oldtown Salinas, | began to turn 
back time, envisioning the way 
things were 80 years ago. The 
four unpaved blocks of Main Street 
composed the city’s center. Walk- 
ing along Main Street, | would 
have passed the securely-barred 
Monterey County: Bank, Porter 
and Irine’s five and ten cent store 
that sold everything from safety 
pins to dresses, Minnie Franken’s 
beauty parlor, the Farmers Mer- 
cantile, and Dr. Rosen’s office. 

Further south, at 242 Main 
Street, was Bell’s Candy Store. 


There | would have seen clean-cut 
high school students hanging out 
at the soda fountain and eating 
Bell’s homemade ice cream or 
candy. At 332 Main Street was the 
J. E. Steinbeck Feed Store, an ill- 
fated business—owned by the 
father of author John Steinbeck— 
that would soon go. bankrupt. On 
the corner of West Alisal and 
Church Street was old Salinas 
High School, named the “brick- 
pile’ because of its mammoth, 
brick stature. At the corner of Lin- 
coln and Alisal stood Saint Paul’s 
Episcopal Church. The Post 
Office, Courthouse, and the old 
jailhouse were side by side on the 
corner of East Alisal and Church 
Street. At 132 Central Avenue 
was the Steinbeck House.’ Did | 
mention that this narrative may 


sound a little bit like a Steinbeck 


novel? 

My maps and notes brought a 
fuzzy picture of the past to mind, : 
but the clearest pictures were 
those of Derek, the gentleman 
who had given directions earlier 
and painted for me a word picture. 
“Salinas has a dark cloud of fog 
over it, but its a good town of 
working people. | mean the peo- 
ple who live here all year, and stay 
on through the winter. Every May 
it starts again—people coming to 
town for work who make a mess of 
things and leave without cleaning 
anything up.” | sensed that Derek 
was talking about Salinas’ past 
and present at the same time. 

| know there are a lot more sto- 
ries about Salinas | still want to 
hear, and | hope | can listen care- 
fully enough to retell them in the 
future. —
